MALONE, N. Y,, June 7.—The obseq nies over 
the remains of ex-Vice-President Wheeler 
were held in the Congregational church this

the large cdifice was occupied by people who 
detired to testify to their esteom for the de- 
ceased and respect for his memory. All busi- 
ners places were closed at 12 o’clock for the re- 
mainder ofthe day. The body remained at 
the houee until this morving, when, at 10 
o’ck ck, after prayer, it was moved to tho vesti- 
bule of ihe church, where it laid in state and 
was viewed until the children of the schools, 
the teachers and hundreds of others had an 
opportunity to look upon the well-known 
features for the last time.

THE YELLOW FEVER. 


Piecautions Taken Against the. Spread of 
the Disease. 


WAfHINGTON, June 7.—Acting Surgeon: 
General Stoner, of the marine hospital service, 
yceterday telegraphed to the president of the 
beard of health at Tampa, Fla. for informa- 
ticn as to what measures have been adopted at 
that city to prevent the spread of yellow fever. 
A reply was received this morring saying pas- 
sengers from the infected districts were de- 
tained in quarantine fifteen days and their 
bsggage disinfected. Coast connties south of 
Tsmpa: have also established a quarantine 
sgainst Key West. In order to insure a thor- 
ough fumigation of the mails at Tampa, the 
employment of extra help has been autor: 
ized, , 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jane 7.—The Timés- 
Union today in an editorial, summing up the 
situation, says: 

There is no yellow fever in Florida, except at 
Key West, which is on an isolated island nearly 
two hundred miles south of Tampa and nearly one 
bunéred miles from the nearest point onthe main 
land which border the everglades. There has 
been no yellow feyer at Tampa or any other place 
of the mainland. The healih authorities are ba 
lant in nearly every county in the state. The 
general health is excellent and sanitary conditions 
decidedlygood. The weather is simply delightful, 
the heat being tempered by constant cool sea 
breezes, A rigid quarantine is maintained against 
Key West and Havana, and to make assurance 
Coubly sure certificates are required of travelers to 
show that they are not from the infected localities. 
There is no danger whatever in any one coming to 
Ficrida and goivug anywhere in the state except 
to hey West. 

Key West, June 7.—There has boen one 
new case of yellow fover since yesterday and 
xo deaths. 

Dr. Merno and other physicians here deny 
positively the “prevalance of yellow fever, aud 
assert that the dizease is merely an acclimating 
fever of a peculiarly fatal type unless 
properly treated. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.--The secretary of the 
treasury today authorized the employment of 
six nurses to attend the gick in the barracks 
hospital at Key West, Fla., aud foar guards to 
pioicct the property of persons removed to tie

fONTGOMERY, Ala., June 7.—[Special.]—#To- 
dsy aCuban cigar dealer arrived, poddlin 
cigars Without a license. It was ascertain 
that he came from Key West. The man pro- 
tested that he had left the place over three 
weeks ago, but the statement was not believed. 
It was further learned thet numbers of people 
from that section have scattered through the 
state. This afternoon the mayor issued a pro- 
clamation quarantining Key West and other 
infected places in Florida, and offering a re- 
ward of a hundred dollars for information 
with evidence to convict any person who may 
hereafter enter Montgomery in violation of 
said quarantine proclamation.

ARRIVAL OF THE CARDINAL IN 
: BALTIMORE. 


The People Turn Oat to Meet His EBminense—A 
Long Procession of Citizens end Societies iu 
Line—The SBeligious Gervices set the 
Caihedral—The March to the Palace,

New York, June 7,—Cardinal Gibbons took 
the ten o’clock train this morning on the Penn- 
sylvania road for Baltimore. He occupied the 
Pallman car “Mignon,” of the Baltimore train. 
About him were grouped a number of priests 
and two or three laymen. He epent last night 
with his friend, Major John D. Keiley, of 
Brooklyn, and this morning celebrated mass in 
Major Keiley’s private chapel. Father Rierdan 
and Msjor Keiley ascompanied him to Balti- 
more, Others of the party were Major Mc- 
Manus, Fathers Gately and Magnier, and Dr. 
Faley, of Baltimore, and Dr. Chapelle, of 
Washington, One of the members of the party, 
accompanying his eminence, said that the 
cardinal, while not willing at present to speak 
on tho labor question, will coon issue an address 
to Catholics connected with labor organizations, 
advising them to cut loose from the George-Mc- 
Glynn party. 

BALTIMORE, June 7.--It was gonerally 
known that Cardinal Gibbons would reaci 
Baltimore this afternoon by the limited ex- 
press from New York, and long be- 
fore the time of the arrival of the 
the train the streets leading to the union 
station were thron ged with people wending their 
way thither. The most extensive arrangements 
had been perfected to give him a reception 
worthy of the high office he fills, as well as the 
general — regard for him personally, with- 
out regard to class or sect. Charles street, 
from the cardinal’s palace to the depot pre- 
sented two unbroken lines composed of Catho- 
lic Knights, benevolent associations and mem- 
bere of the Young Catholic Friends’ society. 

The cardinal was received by Mayor Hodges, 
members of the city council, judges of the 
courts and police commissioners, who took the 
right of the line. ‘The cardinal was received by 
Charles J. Bonaparte, trastee of the cathedral, 
and committee of clergy, who took their posi- 
tions in the line in rear of the civic officials. As 
the head of the line moved,the societies forming 
the several divisions fell into the procession. 
The second division consisted of the Catholic 
Benevolent legion, the third of the Catholic 
Knighthood union, the fourth of Gsrman, 
Bc he mian and Polish societies, and the fifth of 
Jyceums, beneficial and temperance sociocties 
and other Catholic citizens. 

A large delegation from Washington city was 
also present and took part in the reception, 
When the head of the colamn reached the car- 
dirval’s palace,there was a halt and thecardinal 
with the clergy and guard of honor entered 
the building There the cardinal was in vest- 
ed with his official robes, and returning tothe 
street, a procession was formed gnd moved to 
the west or main entrance of the cathadral, 
when there was a furmal reception by Monsig- 
nor McColgan, and a service for the cardinal’s 
reception was performed for the first time in 
Baltimore. 

At the clese of the religious service, the car- 
dinal and clergy returned to the palace and 
the procession which had psssed through the 
principal streets,returned to Charles strest and 
was reviewed by the cardinal. The ceremo- 
nies throughout were of an imposing character 
and were witnessed by many thousands of peo- 
ple. Cardinal Gibbous expreseed his high ap- 
preciation of the compliment paid him,

The President Returns Without Any Fish—

PROfePECT House, N. Y., Jane 7.—The pres- 
ident will get his last fullday of fishing to- 
morrow. His arrangements for leaving the 
woods are completed and will be carried out 
Thuisday. He went off this morning to make 
an effort to catch a fish big enough to match 
the 23-pounder presented to him yesterday. 
He used only the longest bait and trolled with 
250 feet of line in deep water. He 
caught nothing, however, but came back 
at night as full of enthusiasm as ever 
about the beauty of the lake 
and the charm of fishing, even with- 
out success.

Tucson, Arizona, June 7.---Experts sent out 
by Governor Jones of Sonora, to ascertain the 
existence of a volcano, as reported, near Bohi- 
aspe, Sonora, have returned.

FIVE BOYS DROWNED. 


Three Boys Get Beyond Their Depth and 
Two Who Go to Their Rescue Ali Drown, 


Maquoketa, Iowa, June 7.—Five boys,three 
of whom were sous of John Beck, and twosons 
of Paul Hendel, ages rangivg from nine to six: 
teen years, were drowned in the Maquoketa, 
seven miles east of here, yesterday. -Three of 
them while swimming plunged off a sand bar 
into water beyond their depth. Another boy 
plunged in to rescue them. Another boy, 
noticing the failure of the first boy, also 
plunged in and all were drowned. A sixth 
plunged in to aid his companions, but failed to 
rescue them. None of the bodies have been 
recovercd,

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| A FIERY MYSTERY. 


STRANGE OCCURRENCES IN A MAS- 
SACHUSETTS FARM HOUSE, 
Objects Ignite When There is No Fire Near Them 
—Doors Open end Shut-Tables opple Over— 
Household Goods Taken Away by Invisi- 

eS ble Hands—No Explanation as Yet. 

PitrtssvreG, Pa, June 7.—“The sun is fall of 
fire and there is blood on the face of the 
moon,” as Farmer Thomas McKee, of Wilkins 
township, in this county, seems to believe. 
His home, two miles from the village of Tarile 
Creek, has been the scene of some mighty mys: 
terious manifestations. McKee is 60 years old; 
has Jived in this vicinity forty-five years, and 
in his preeent homes twenty-nine years. He is 
regarded as one of the most reliable Uaited 
Presbytexsians in the county. Himself, his 
wife and a grardniece aged 15, together with a 
hired man, comprise the family. 

They tell a remarkable story. Each of them 
is ready to swear that he orshe knows nothing 
whatever of the cause of certain appearances 
of witchcraft which have for ten days made 
their home a pandemonium. Ten days ago 
the trouble began while all were away from 

‘the house and the doors and windows were 
fastened. Things were turned topsy turvy 
indeors, The family subsequently found 
their clock and other goods oat in 
the garden. Each day matters grew 
worse. Mrs. McKee, four days ago, carried 
cne of two cans of cream up from the cellar 
through the only possible egress, went right 
back for the other and failed to find it. Goiag 
up stairs again, she proceeded to the door yard 
and fuund the cream overturned and empty. 
There was nobody to bes found within three- 
f.urths of a mile of the house. 

On Friday of this week Mrs. McKee anda 
neighbor were sitting in the house together. 
Locking up tothe wall they saw that an o!d 
hat up on a peg was in flames. They had no 
sooner thrown it out than a towel on the oppo: 
site side of the house began to blaze, though no 
visib’e means of ignition existed in the house, 
and Mr. McKee had in his pocket out in the 
every Match upon the premises. There had 
been a score or more of unaccountable fires in 
the house. Hence Mr. McKee’s precaution. 

These manifestations have nearly driven the 
femily crazy. They have moved things oui of 
the house, and guarded the occupied rooms, 
but allto no avail. The subject has set the 
commupity by the ears. Nobody can have the 
tlightest doubt exceptas to the cause. The 
manifestations ina hundred forms are facts. 
McKee is nota supernaturalist, yet he doesn’t 
know what to expect next. 


THE IRISH AGITATION. 


Tenants Pouring Boiling Water on the 
Baliliffs —Davitt’s Advice Not Endorsed. 


DUBLIN, June 7.—The evictions at Bodyke 
were continued today. Tenant McNamara, 
who was behind in his rent, defended his 
honse, but the bailiffs broke a hole in the wall. 
Logs and boiling water were thrown through 
the hole at the evicting force. A policeman 
who was holding the colonel’s umbrella dashed 
through the opening made by the bailiffsand 
other officers followed him. A fight ensued and 
the tenants were evicted, and afterwards 
arrested. The bailiffs charged the tenants 
with throwing vitrol upon them, but this is 
denied. A tenant named Murphey made 
similar resistance against eviction from his 
ho‘ding.

LONDON, June 7.—The Times this morning 
publishes another installment of itsParnellism 
and Crime” articles.

Ford’s address published inthe same issue, 
The publications are accompanied by an ex- 
planatory article describing the v arions fands 
mentioned and the fateof the men connected 
therewith. In an editorial on the subject the 
Times says: 

The whole conspiracy, whether carried on by 
mealy-mouthed gentlemen who sit at London din- 
ner tables. or by fiends who organize arson and 
murder, isone and indivisible. Itis paid out of 
the same purse, worked by the same men, directed 
to the same ends and inspired by one universal 
hatred of England and a determination to bring 
about, if possible, complete sepsration b2tween 
Fpgland and Ireland. Whether the money goes to 
support Gladstonians in parliament or to equip 
deseperadoes for the committal of outragesin Eng- 
lish towns isa mere matter of tactics. Whenever 
we fird constitutional agitators with the mask laid 
aside, as in case of Davitt at Bodyke, we find that 
their language, sentiments and aims are identical 
with those of the ruffians by whose support they 
live andjwhom they in parliament pretend to be 
ignorant of.

PROCEEDINGS OF PARLIAMENT. 


The Government Anxious to Dispose of the 
Coercion Bill. 


LonvDon, June 7.—W. H. Smith, in reply to 
a question, stated that the government was 
unable te inform the house what measures, de- 
sides the crimes act, it would proceed with. 
The progsess made with that bill was not suf- 
ficient to enable him to anticipate when the 
measure would pass the honse. Possibly it 
might be his duty, but he hoped it would not, 
te take measures to expediate public business. 
He refused to disclose the uature of the 
measeures. 

Several more amendments were rejected 
with theaid of the cloture, the yote being 229 
to 93. Mr. Smith then moved that clause 3 
stand a part of the bill. 

The chairman then stated that there were 
still several amendments to ba discussed before 
he could put Mr. Smith’s motion. Three far-

Discovery and Arrest of a Gang Eagazged 
iu Debauching Young Girls. 
LonpDon, June 7.—Since the revelations made 
by the Pail Mall Gazette and ths passage of the 
criminal law amendment bill the public have 
believed traffic in children to be impossible. A 
case in Lambeth police court has, therefore, 
cansed an universal sensation of horror 
Edward Procknell and three women were 
arrested, charged with keering a house of ill 
repute and with having procured for their 
patrons sccres of girls from ten to fourteem 
years of age: The prisoners and their vistims 
were all o# humble rank and the evidencs so 
far adduced proved that the sedacors of the 
girls belong tothe same‘rclass.

LCCOMOTIVE EXPLOSION. 


A Boiler Bursts and Scatters Things Around 
Promiscuously. 

CHESTER, Pa., June 7 —-The boiler of a loco- 
motive attached to a scouth- bound freig ht train 
on the Philade]Jphia and Baltimore railroad 
(Baltimore and Ohio) exploded in front of the 
paster ger station ia this city at 8 o'clock this 
morning. The air was filicd with flying pieces 
ef iron and timber and scalding water. A 
number of persons standing on the station 
platform was badly scalded or cut with tying 
missiles, One man, a carpenter employed om 
the road, residing in Baitimore, whose name no 
one knows, was instantly killed. John Mur- 
phy, aged twenty-one, a re pe operator of 
this city, were so badly scalded and injured that 
his death is momentarily expected. The fire- 
man was etarding on the sand-box of the en- 
gine and was blown many feet in theair. He 
was more hurt by the fall than by the exple- 
sion. The railroad station was wrecked and » 
row of building on the opposite side of the, 
street badly damaged.

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THE CODE IN NEW MEXICO. 


It Was the Slickest Bit of Shooting Ever 
Seen in Those Parts. 

Krxcstor? N. M., June 7.---A typical south- 
western duei cecurred here a day or 1wWO ago 
betwron Con Ryan and Jia Burke. The latter 

“hes been known for several years as the Terror 
of the Black Range. Hegave himself the title, 


but as a ccspcrate and, in many raepests, a | 


ener king villain, he had come tobe known and 
feared by many. He and Ryan had had many 
quarrels, but had not come to blows. On the 
wight prececirg the duel they had had more 
than the oidinary amount of trouble, and it 
was thought strange by most people that a re- 
sort to weapons was not had sooner. 

About daylight, when nearly all the tiger 
gemes hed closed, Ryan and Burke were on 
the main street together, when the latter 
gaid : 

“Come. now, let us fight this thing out like 
men. You and I have carried blowing far 
enovgh. Either you'll drop orl will. l’li give 
you two minutes to draw.” : 

Ryon responded by saying that he was will- 
ing to fight, but that he had no gun, and that 
Burke krewit. Burke's reply tothis was thi 
Byan wssa liar. “But, comeon,” he yelled, 
“ard I wi'l get you a gun.’ 

As both men moved off in the direction of 
Bui ke’s plece the crowd followed at a respect- 
iu} distar ce, determined to see the fua. Oa 
the way a peliceman was encountered, and, 
sfier a shert explanation, ho pricked up his 
emis axnd joincd the throng. When the mob 
arrived at Buske’s house that worthy entered 
alone, and presently came out with two 45- 
calibre revolvers, one in each hand. As he ap- 
proached the crowd he threw one weapon on 
the ground at Ryan’s feet, and said, savagely: 

“There’s your gun!” 

Rysn looked at the revolverand at Barko, 
and throwing out both hands by way of exoos- 
tulation said: ‘That’s no waytodo. Youcan 
shoot me while Iam picking upths gan. Be- 
gid«s that, [don’t know that it is loaded.” 

Barke began to swoar, and was saying that 
he never could geta good fight when he want- 
ed one, when the crowd clamorously declared 
that Ryan was right. It was not a fair show to 
make him pick up a gun that was lying on the 
grourd, Much disputation followed, and at 
one time it looked as though, if there waa to be 
a fight at all, it would be a free one, but if was 
fivaily settled by Burke agresing to put hisgun 
on the ground also. Both were then to p’ck up 
their wesporsand goatit. Ryan accepted the 
conditions just as the sun was coming up, and 
the crowé fell back in order to give the shoot- 
ers full play. 

At a word from Burke both men sprang for- 
werd. The Terror of the Black Range was 
noisy. swaggering, and defiant, while Ryan 
wes pale, rather nervous, and silent. Ryan 
got his gun first, bet for some reason did not 
fire until afier Burke had sent two ullets 
whizzirg past his head. Everybody expected 
torce Ryan drop. His antagonist had tae rep- 
n‘ation of being a dead shot, and his failure 
io bit bis mark afier two times trying, discon- 
ceried him, a8 much as it surprised the specta- 
tors. After the second shot Burke stood in si- 
lence for a moment, with his weapon 
outstretched, evidently making a desperate 
attempt to put the next shot whereit would 
count, While he was thus surveying the man 
who confronted him there wasa crack and a 
crath followed like lightning by another from 
the same weapon, that weapon being Ryaa’s, 
and when the eyes of the multitude could 
move frem the place where he stood to the spot 
where Burke should have been they fe!l on ths 
prostrate form oftheman who had provoked 
and euggestcd the duel. The Terror of the 
Black Range was stonecéead. The first shot 
hed finished him in the twinkling of an eya, 
ard the secord bullet, dispatched al- 
mort simultaneousiy on the same 
course, did not find him there. He 
dropped hike alog atthe instantof the first 
shot, and when examined was found with his 
revolver clutched in his hand and with a bullet 
hele through his head, entering to the left of 
the nore and coming cut at the rear on a 
straight line, .

-*Jater in thed ay and gave bonds, but the loss 
will nevor hurt him any.

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THIRTY DAYS RESPITE 


HOLMAN WILL NOT BE HANGED 
ON NEXT FRIDAY. 

A Dalton Lady Writes tothe Governor, and Secures 
a Respite~- Holman Talks to a Constitution Cors 
respordent and Tells the Story of the 
Murder-The Previous Shooting. 
re ee ED 


Datton, Ga, June 7.—[Special.]—Your co“ 

respondent visited William Holman, the mar- 
derer, at the jail this morning. In answer to 
queries the prisoner made the following sta‘- 
ment: 
_ “I was born about twelve miles from New- 
nan, Coweta county, Ga., and was 22 years old 
13th of last January. It is not true that I shot 
into a train at Shellmound, Tenn., nor have I 
confesred such; but, there is some truth that I 
did shoot a negro man near Chattanooga, who 
was walking with a nice white girl 
by name of Mandy Smith, The 
negro died about a month afterwards. 
I did not know Matilda Gadger [the murdered 
woman] previous to three weeks before the af- 
fair at the cottongin. Lizzie Holcombe, the 
woman with Matilda Gudger, was a sweetheart 
of Patton’s, Patton having m6ére money than I 
did. Patton need not think that any confes- 
tion that I may make on the scaffold will help 
him any way; the evidence I gave 
in court was the truth, only I 
cid not tell all. I will yet do so I 
am trying to make preparation to meet my God. 
Ihave been splendidly and kindly troated by 
Sheriff Poarch and Deputy Darham—even 
better that I expected. After I am hanged the 
people will find ou! that what I say is true. 
I prefer Rev. J. B. Robbins to be with me on 
the scaffold.” 

Holman answered all questions readily and 
premised your reporter should he have any- 
thing to confees before Thuraday he would 
give itto him. Holman is about six feet tall, 
sparely built, black hair and curling mustache, 
smal), dangerous black eyes, stands erect, He 
has been inviting people to come to bis “pic- 
nic,” his ‘‘neck-tie party” heretofore, but since 
the order has arrived from the governor re- 
fusing commutation, he is weakening and 
speaks solemnly and with faltering voice. He 
says (contrary to reporis) thai his attorney, 
who has Jabored so zealously in his behalf, has 
offered no hope for even arespite. The gal- 
lows is beirg erected today west of tho base- 
ball grourds. This will be the first legal bang- 
ing Whitfield county ever had. 


Governor Gordon Issues a Respite. 


Yesterday, Governor Gordon, on his own 
moticn, determined to respite William Hol- 
men, the Whitficeli murderer, in order that he 
might bave time toinquire into the trath of 
certain statements recently made to him con- 
cerning the man’s condition, his trial, and re- 
cent develop ments. This order was maie on 
his excellency’s own motion. No pstition for 
a respite had been received, and it was not un- 
til the sheriff of Whitfield county had besn 
telegraphed the fact of the Srespite, that the 
letter of the lady publis aed below was received. 

During the morning a letter reached the ex- 
ecutive office, from a lady in Whitfield, about 
Holman. She wasin no way related to him, 
and wrote from no other motive than pure 
sympathy. She began by saying, “the boy is 
ecarcely a man, and almost an imbecile, and 
has been used as the tool of a wicked woman, 
and Charles Patton, her accomplice.” 

She then went on to declare that the con- 
feesions of Holman, in regard to the assassina- 
tion of « negro near Chattanooga, were due to 
a disordered mind ina disordered body. She 
declares that he heard the account of the mur- 
der read from some paper, and his feverish 
imagir tion at once caused him to think he 
wes tie guilty party. 

Since then he has bad frequent attacks of 
wentn) xherration, and invariably is possessed 
with the Jallucination that he did the deed, 
It is sxid, too, that he fails at time to recognize 
membess of his family, and, in fine, the im- 
pression sought to be created by the letter is 
that Ho!man is wholly irresponsible, and has 
been £0 for some time, 

As has been said, the governor determined 
to respite him before the arrival of the letter, 
and the «tder was in no wiso iaflasnced by 
the lady eristle, The day now fixed for the 
¢«xecntion js July 8th, 1887. The date falls on 
Fiiday, and inesmuch as the governor has al-

Two Yeu'bfcol Negro’s Notify the Mother of a Com- 
panicon That They ere Going to KiJl Him— «he 
Deed Finelly Accomplishsd With Sticks 
and Stones- Great Excitement, 


AtHens, Ga., May 7.—[Special]—A few 
days ago there cccurred near Dowdy, in Madi- 
son county, eight miles from Athens, the most 
atrocicus crime ever committed in this section.

It is the fashion to laugh at prophets, and 
yet when some conditions are understood it 
is perfectly safe to predict certain results. 

On the first of Jane, for instance, it 
would have been a reasonable thing if a man 
had predicted an epidemic oi ci1ime for the 
ensuing sixty or ninety days. Sach a pre- 
diction may be made any year with the ab- 
solute certainty that it will come true. 

Now for tue explanation. The experience 
of the past teaches us that the craziest aud 
most horrible deeds of violence resulting 
from passion and impulse, occur during the 
heated term. When the thermometer is up 
in the nineties, men become irritable and 
morbid. When the mind is a little unbal- 
anced, if needs only a spell of hot weather 
and exciting circumstances to make a man 
desperate. 

Let us see how this view of the situation 
premises to be sustained by the facts this 
season. In our news colamns yesterday 
there was a notable collection of tragedies. 
In Cincinnati a man shot two women ani 
then kijled himself. <A farmer near Helena, 
Ky., shot bis wife and two sons, and cut his 
throat. At Pit'sburg a man killed his little 
daughter, attempted to kill his wife and cut 
his throat. In Dakota a farmer killed two 
ladies ina dispute about a tree, and then 
blew out his brains. Io Arkansas a negro 
was lynched. At Grove City, Pa, a man 
killed his neighbor and cut his throat. At 
Birmingham, Ala., a men fatally stabbed 
another. At Edwardsville, Ala., a negro 
assaulted two ladies. At Danville, Va., a 
man was shot and killed by an injured hus- 
band. 

Even with this incomplete and sketchy 
summary, it will be seen that the criminal | 
ceason is opening in a lively manner. Most | 
of the violent crimes during the heated 
term are grossly brutal. Women and child- 
ren figure largely among the victims. Throat : 
cutting is in almost every item. 

It would be trifling with a serious subject 
to say that the volume of summer crime 
would be diminished if men would keep 
cool. It is useless to suggest a remedy 
when it is not practicable. Obviously, the 
thing to do is to be more vigilant aud 
prompt in our administration of such penal 


“and police regulations as tend to prevent 


crime. Crankism, drunkenness, opprobious 
words end breaches of the peace loom up 
into serious importance when the weather is 
hot. <A timely commission of lunacy, a lit- 
tle judicious :estraint, an early arrest, and 
the general activity and watchfalness of the 
police will do more good in June, Jaly and 
August than in November, December and 
January. 

Do these reflections appear to be based 
upon fancies, rather than facts? Read the 
newspapers closely and then decide. 


How Pennsylvania Has Been Ruined 

There is no doubt that the Mobile Register 
has the Courier-Journal on the hip with re- 
spect to the effect of the tariff on the farmers 
of Peansylvania; but itis se easy to have the 
Courier Journal on the hip when facts are in 
the controversy that the matter is not worth 
alluding to. 

The valuation of farm Jands in Pennsyl- 
vania is one-tenth the value of farm lands in 
the United States, In! other words, the 
average value is $50 an acre, and these lands 
yield a product worth $451 for each person 
engaged in farming, whether as owner or 
laborer. It seems to us that this record can 
hardly be improved on. 

The argument of the Courier-Journal is 
that ten of the best and greatest counties 
of Pennsylvania suffered a decline in the 
value of their farm lands between 1870 and 
1880. This may well be so, butif protection 
had anything to do with this decline, why 
was it not continuous, and why was it con- 
fined to ten counties? It is to be borne in 
mind that the period between 1870 and 1880 
covers ten years of panic and depression as 
violent as this country has ever seen, and we 
have no doubt the farm lands of the United 
States suffered a sympathetic decrease in 
values, 

But if protection is the moving cause, why 
has not the decrease been continuous? The 
CouriersJournal will not answer because it 
cannot. The Mobile Register is right when 
it says that a better and fairer tariff could 
be devised. This is the position of Tar 
CoNSTITUTION; but we don’t know any rea- 
son why free traders and whisky ringsters 
of the Morrison stripe should be selected to 
betier it. 

Genuine revenue reform includes the re- 
peal of the emergency taxes collected under 
the oppressive internal revenue laws, and 
when this is done, it will be time enough to 
reduce the tariff to a revenue standard, keep« 
ing in view the fact that the democratic 
party is pledged to the protection of the 
labor and industry ‘of the country. 


Some Suggestions, 

General John Pope—we suppose it is our 
John of erupit-evasit notoriety—has an ar- 
ticle in the North American Review which 
is suggestive, to say the least. It is entitled 
‘Some Legacies of the Civil War.’ 

General Pope says that at fhe close of the 
war this curious and significant state of 
things, namely, that the whole power of the 
government, both in its civil and military 
departments, had, during the tremendous 


retary of the interior a western man, the 
pos‘amaster-general a western man, the attor- 
n/sy-general a western man, the general of 
the army a western man, the lientenant- 
general a western man, the general next in 
rank a western man, and the admiral of the 
navy a western man. 

General Pope then calls attention to the 
remarkable fact that during the civil war, 
the most tr. mendous convulsion recorded in 
history, New England produced neither a 
great soldier nor a statesman of command- 
ing influence. He is led to the conclasion— 
and it is aconclusion worth thinking about— 
that in the common school system of educa- 
tion, which has been in operation long 

enough in the east to bear its fall fruits, bat 

which has been introduced in the west in 
comparatively recent times, ywhether this 
system does not afford aclue to the causes 
of such remarkable results. 

General Pope is led to believe that such 
samenessof books, methods and men as pre- 
vails in the public schools, leads directly to 
that fatal uniformity in habits of mind and 
modes of thought that eliminates original- 
ity and destroys individuality. He believes 
that the system does away with that friction 
of ideas necessary toindividul development; 
and he inquires whether it is wise to violate 
the Jaws of infinite diversity, mental and 
physical, and make systems of education so 
uniform im all their details that they will 

‘turn out men as much alike as buttoas from 
a factory. 
These things are worth thinking about, 


A Bishop in Hot Water. 

Bishop Hugh Miller Thompson is engaged 
at present if betting himeelf right before the 
probibitionists of Mississippi. 

The bishop got into trouble in this way. 
In the course of an off-hand conversation 
with Editor Mayers, of the Pascagoula Star, 
ahont the Hamilton-Gambrell tragedy, the 
bishop expressed the opinion that Hamilton 
did not assassinate Gambrell. He said that 
in Jackson people were strongly inclined to 
believe Hamilton, and he himself would be- 
lieve his side of the story until it was shown 
to be otherwise in court. He told Mayers 
that the death of Gambrell was the usual 
outcome of ali such men who loaded them- 
selves down with weapons. 

Much to the bishop’s astonishment Mayers 
in the next issue of the Star reported him as 
saying: 

There is but one opinion in Jackson regarding 
the Hemilton-Gambrell tragedy, and that is ia 
fayor of Hamilton. I believe every word Hamil- 
ton says about it, and as for that fellow Gambrell, 
it is a good thing he was killed. He was nothing 
but a blackguard, going about with his pockets 
full of pistols ready to kill somebody. He had to 
be killed, and it was well Hamilton did it. 

Of course the Star article has made the 
prohibitionists red hot, as they all take the 
position that Gambrell was a chivalric young 
martyr. Bishop Thompson has made his ver- 
sion of the interview with Mayers public. 


i While he did not use the offensive language 


attributed to him by the Star he showed 
pretty plainly that he did not consider Gam- 
brell necessarily a murdered martyr because 
he was a prohibitionist, nor Hamilton an 
assassin of the blackest dye because he was 
ananti. This being the case, the bishop’s 
explanation does not have a very soothing 
effect. The unfortunate Hamilton-Gambrell 
affair has stirred up more bad feeling than 
anything that has occurred in Mississippi 
since the war. 


It Beats Monte Cristo. 

The story of the discovery of a hidden 
treasure, worth ninety-five million pounds 
sterling, in the palace of a dead vizier in 
Morocco, is a dazzling yarn. 

When the riotous imagination of Dumas 
created Monte Cristo, with his wonderful 
pick-up of a hundred million dollars or so, 
matter-of-fact readers protested. If all 
seemed unreasonably fabulous. 

One point in the story from Morocco re- 
quires no affidavit to supportit. It is the 
statement that the sultan immediately con- 
fiscated the plunder and removed it to his 
imperial coffers. 

This reminds us that the other day we 
had a similar piece of news from India. 
There, as in Morocco, the treasare was fonad 
in the palace of a deceased prince. It 
amounted to about twenty-five million dol- 
lars. The British government stepped in 
and ‘‘borrowed’’ the whole of it, with a 
great show of holding it in trust for the 
right fal heii R. 

Perbaps it is unfortunate that the two 
stories so closely resemble each other. It 
stretches the credulity of the average man 
to believe them. The Monte Cristo business 
bad more probability about it. 

The fact is, since Robert Louis Stevenson 
and H, Rider Haggard captured the public, 
our cablegrams have reflected the popular 
taste. Special correspondents everywhere 
seem to be more or less affected by the pre- 
vailing literary craze, and the outcome is to 
be seen in the telegraphic columns of all the 
great dailies, From an artistic point of 
view all this is very pleasant. We are no 
longer compelled to state facts in their crude 
state. The embellishments are now thrown 
in as a sort of lagniappe, and sometimes we 
get nothing but the lagniappe. 

A Sample Misrepresentation. 

We are not disposed to be quarrelsome or 
complaining. But the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat, of the 5th, in an editorial on the 
Atlanta University, has the following para- 
graph : 

A propesition to give it state aid, at this late day, 
after it has fully shown its value as an agency of 
popular enlightenment, would be bitterly opposed 
by the great majority of the white voters of Geor- 
gia, end colored yoters could support it only at 


personal peril, or with the probability that their 
votes would not be counted, 


It is seldom that. you find a squarer mis- 
statement than this in any newspaper. The 
fact is, the state gives the Atlanta university 
eight thousand dollars a year, and has done 
so for more than ten years.

The Negro on the Cars, 
From the Montgomery, Ala , Advertiser. 

What does Captain Bragg think of it now? 
Thé performance of ‘‘the brightest and best of our 
colored citizens,’ the ‘‘modest and unasuming”’ 
Professor Council, at Huntsville on Satarday, was 
even worse than our dispatches of that date indi- 
cated. The Huntsville Mercury of Sunday, in its 
account of the affair, says; 

In a few minutes Professor W. H. Council, at the 
head of a large number of colored people, (five or 
six colored men and twenty or thirty colored wo- 
men) entered the car and took seats. One ne 
men took a sedt by the side of a white lady, who 
left the seat, becoming highly indignant, and at 
tempted to get relief. There were other vacant 
£eais in the same car and hence there was no ne- 
cessity for this ‘‘sociai equality pressure’ under 
the circumstances. Thisstate of affairs did not 
exactly suit the ladies, and so they moved into the 
next car, in which were seven cr eight colored 
people, who by request went back into the ladies’ 
car. 


It is proper to here state that the Memphis 
and Charleston railroad furnishes two first-class 
coaches, alike in all respects, one kuown as ladies’ 
coach, for ladies unaccompanied by tlemen, 
and in which no gentieman is allowed to ride un- 
less With aJady. Into this coach Council and his 
squad took seats among these unprotected ladies. 

This was in a state where oneof the interstate 

commissioners recently asserted that he had foreed 
the railroads to furnisn colored people equal and 
Separate accommodations. Hence the complaint 
of Council against the Georgia Central railread for 
ejecting him from a white folks’ car, could not, 
according to the commissioner’s own showing, 
justly lie against a railroad in Alabama. Council 
doubtigss wanted to show the interstate com- 
mission that he was not after equal accommoda- 
tions, but the principle of the thing. 
. What makes the incident at Huntsville pecu- 
liarly offensive and inexcusable, is the fact that 
cone of Council's aiders and abettors took a seat by 
a white lady though other seats were vacant. 

The railroads, in the absence of any interpreta- 
tion of the law, seem to be helpless. The conduc- 
tor at Huntsville, when appealed to, exclaimed: 
“My God; I am helpless!”’ 

The white people of Alabama believe in azcord- 
ing to the negro all his rights, and one of these is 
firstclass passage in railroads for firstclass pay. But 
when the negro forces himself on the white peo- 
ple, he is doing injustice to himself. Council may 
force the issue in the courts. Then again, he 
might force an issue of quite another sort.

RECBIVES ITS CHARTER, ORGAN- 
IZES, AND ADOPTS BY-LAWS, 
Rewer acm enengnm EN 
The Meeting Last Bvening at the Chamber of Come 
merce—The Oepital Stock increased Fifceen 
Thousand Dollars—Officers Elected—Oth- 
er Important Business Transacted. 


About thirty members of the Gentlemen’s 
Driving Park agsociation met last évening in 
the hall of the chamber of commerce, for the 
purpose of receiving the charter recently 
granted by the superior court, and to fally or- 
ganize under the provisions of that charter. 

Mr. Joseph Kingsbery, the president of the 
beard of incorporators, presided, and Mr. 8. F. 
Woodson, acted as secratary. The meeting was 
called to order at half past eight, and the ob- 

a was stated in afew words by Mr. Kings- 

y. 

The charter, with the amendment making 
the capital stock of the association ten thou- 
sand dollars, was read, received and adopted 
by @ unanimous vote, eightof the insorpora- 
—_ pamed in the charter being present and 
voting. 

Mr. Kingsbery, as president of the board of 
incorporaters, reported aset of by-lawa, pre- 
pared by & committee, of which he was chair- 
man. The by-laws are too numerous to be in- 
serted here, but some of them will prove inter- 
eating tothe mavy people interested in the 
Gentlemen’s Driving park. 

The officers of the aesocistion will be a prosi- 
cent, a vice-president, a secretary and a treas- 
urcr, all of whom will be ex-officio members of 
the board of directors. The board of directors 
will consist of twelve gentlemen, elected in 
January, half of whom serve one year, and the 
otLer half two years, 80 elected thatthe board 
shall always have six members,with the advan- 
tage of one year’s experience, A majority ofthe 
directors elect new members, The initiation 
fee is placed at $100, payable in sixty days, 
and the yearly dues are one dollar per month. 

The directors have power to expel members 
for improper conduct on the grounds of the 
assc ciation, but an appeal can be taken to the 
bedy of the association and the member rein- 
étated by a majority vote. Members and 
families have free access to the grounds at all 
times save at special meetings. Badges are 
given members on the first of the year, entitling 
them to all the privileges of the association. 

Trotting races are governed by the rules of 
the National Trotting association, and runniag 
races are regulated by the Louisvile Jockey 
club. Judges must be members of the asso- 
ciation or such others ag the directors may 
se'ect. 

A member can transfer his stock, but can- 
not, under any circumstances, transfer with it 
the right to vote. The voting powor remains 
with the member though the stock may bo 
owned by outsiders. This was adopted to pre- 
serve the eocial feature of the club. 

The by-laws were amended in several places 
and then finally adopted. The association 
then entered into an election of oflicers as proa- 

ided for by the by-laws. Joseph Kingsbery 
was elected president; R. H. Richards, vico- 
president; 8. F. Woodson, secretary; and R J. 
Lowry, treasurer. Ths following were elected 
directors: C. A. Collier, H. W. Grady, J. R. 
Gramling. L. J. Hil, Henry Jackson, Joel 
Hurt, W. M. Dickson, W. S. Everett, A. W. 
Calhcun, D, M. Bain, John Keely, and Dr. 
Wilson. 

On motion of Mr, Spalding, the capital 
stock was increased to $25,000 and President 
Kingtbery was instructed to accept the trade 
the corpo:aters made with Walker, take deed 
to premises, and execute bonds and mortgages 
already provided for. 

At the request of the association, President 
Kingshery stated the condition of things at 
the Driving park. He said that tho entire 
body of woods had been grubbed of all the ua- 
dergrowth, and that everything was ready for 
the landscape gardener. Work was progressing 
on the race track, and the contractor was fram- 
ing the exposition buildings. The wood had 
Leen cut and there was on hand between one 
hundred and one hundred and fifty cords. 
Three wells were being dug, and the half 
dozen or more springs on the property putin 
order. Amplo water existed for the purposes 

of the Driving park, but arrangments forsup- 
plying the crowds that would attend the expo- 
sition with water would have to be made. The 
site for the grand stand had bsen selected and 
the plans were being drawn. Walker’s residence 
would soon be converted into a temporary 
home for the entertainment of members. 


between the Driving Park azsociation and the 
Piedmont Exposition company? 

Mr. Kingsbery remarked that they were 
rather close, as almost all the members of one 
were members of the other. The expdsition 
company intended to build the main building 
and machinery halJ,and the association to 
erect the grand stand, complete the track, 
build the stables for horses, and the shelter for 
cattle Nothing had been decided as yetin 
regard to the rent the exposition compauy 
would pay. It might be a stated amount or a 
per cent of the receipts. Mr. Kingsbery spoke 
confidently. Everything was working nicely, 
and every indication pointed t> the fact that 
the driving essociation and the exposition 
wuld be a complete success. 

It was decided to limit the number of mem- 
bers to two hundred and fifty. The association 
already has nearly one hundred and seventy 
five members, and the limit will be reached 
within a very few days. This limit was 
adopted for prudential reasons, it being deemed 
best to avoid overcrowding. 

Before adjourning, President Kingsbery gave 
tho association a telling talx, showing that the 
success of the organization rested with the 
members. They could make it what they 
willed. All that was required was enthusiastic 
work, and he felt confident that this would be 
given. The meeting was harmonious and en- 
thusiastic from beginning to end, every vote 
taken, being without exception, unanimous.

Clifton, of Macon, Ga.; Dr. H. H. Tucker, ex- 
chancellor of the University of Geergia; Hor- 
ace Bradley, srtist, New York;city. 

The first fonr named are among the most 
prominentof the younger educators of the atate. 
Dr. Hancock was long superintendent of the 
echco!s of Cincinnati, and enjoys a national 
reputation. Dr. Clifton, a Lonisianian by 
birth, is a graduate of Oxford university, Eng: 
land, and ranks high as a lecturer on the 
natural sciences.

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ATLANTA'S CORPORATE LIMITS. 


_ NEE eR em SOLER EE = 
What Alderman Collier Has to Say on the 
Subject. 

Alderman Collier, who introduced and prazs- 
¢d throvgh tke council the resolation extend- 
ing the corporate limits of Atlante, said toa 
CoNETITUTION man on yeaterday: 

“I introduced the reeolution on the principle 
of justice. The benefits of Atlanta extend be- 
yond the narrow limits of the corporate lines, 
The money paid by tax payers inside the lines 
increase the value of property outside of the 
lines and give advantages to its owners for 
which they pay nothing. For example, the 
other day Treaturer Speer’s house caught on 
fire. The fire department putit out. Treas- 
urer Speer is just across the line, pays no taxes 
because none are levied on him and yet has 
every benefit of a tax payer in the center of 
the city. This of coureeis a single example 
and Treesurer Speer is of course not to blama, 
It is simply his fortune to be outside the city. 
Now, by extending the limit a half mile in 
every direction, except towards West Ead, we 
would simply levy the tax on the territory that 
receives direct benefit from the city’s expendi- 
tures.” 

“Why do you except West End?” 

“Because itis » separate incorporation and 
weare berred from including it. Taat, by 
the way, is the very reason why the council 
has bastened in extending the limits. I learn 
that North Atlanta will apply for inc»>rpora- 
tion before the next legislature. It is probable 
that South Atlanta and E«st Atlanta and other 
suburbs will do the same. If we had delayed 
the matter we would have found the city 
hemmed in on every side by minor incorpora- 
tions and we would have never been able to 
exterd the line. Romeis in just that condi- 
t'on now, and had an election the other day 
in trying to extend the tax-levying limit to 
the limit of tax benefit.” 

“What will be the increased revenue to the 
city ?’’ 

“It will be enormous. The extension of a 
half mile will add nearly 2s mach territory to 
the city limits as we already have. You see we 
run in a circie from. the car shed a mile anda 
half in each direction. Now, if you extend 
the radius a half mile, you see the oatside cir- 
cle will be very much larger than the inside 
circle, though only ono-third asdeop. It will 
neatly double the size of Atlanta, Of course 
we cannot lay exce:sive assessments on the 
property thas brought in. We would have t6 
wake the taxes moderate until by degrees we 
could extend to them all the bene- 
fits of the § city, but the in- 
come will be very large. With this, 
however, we would make Atlanta a great city 
It would give usa territory worthy of our 
name and instead of hemming usap in circum- 
s(ribed limits would give us elbow room so 
that we might make a beantifal as well asa 
great city.” 

. The matter has finally passed the coun: 
cil?” 

“Certainly.. It all rests now with the legis- 
lature. The council by a decisive vote has in- 
structed the committee on legislation to pre- 
pare and urge before the legislature a bill ac- 
tually extending the limits as ordered. This 
will be done and unless the biilis beaten by 
the Jegi: lature the limits of Atlanta will be ex- 
tended a balf mile in every direction before 
the first of August next.”
